W HEN the news of Lewis’ death 
spread over the town In which 
I lived there tins universal sorrow, 
fur everyone hud known Lewis. Ills 
funeral was one of the most touch¬ 
ing atid impressive that 1 have ever 

attended. . , . 

He was a Jew who had not been 
particularly Interested In religion 
a# such, and yet every clergyman In 
town was there to do his memory 
honor— Presbyterian, Catholic Kpls 
eopultan and Unitarian sat side t)j 
side. He came from very humble 
stock, had had very little education 
and had gone into the business, 
which before his death he had be¬ 
come owner of, a very poor and a 
very uninfiuential man, yet every 
aristocrat in town who prided him¬ 
self upon Ids blue blood and his 
high-born ancestors was proud to 
i call Lewis his friend. 

He had become one of the richest 
men in town and had built for him¬ 
self a beautiful house which stood 
out among the houses of taste and 
elegance, but the poor of the city 
docked to his funeral, and knew 
that they were welcome there 
scrubwomen and negroes and the 
people who lived along the railroad 
track, and the respectable working 
, people of town, nil of whom could 
i all him their friend.

Thursday afternoon last, under 
the auspices of the Regional 
Planning and Art Sections of the 
Sierra Madre Women’s Club. The 
principal speaker of the affair 
was Mrs. R. B. Peters of De 
Vore, who gave a vivid description 
of the new City of Santa Barbara 
which is rising from the ruins. 

The people of Santa Barbara 
having already organized a Com¬ 
munity Arts Association composed 
of men and women who had long 
before the earthquake visualized 
plans for a really Spanish type 
city, and this opportunity was 
taken to work out these plans 
and formulate many more am¬ 
bitious ones. They appreciated 


men guests. Mrs. Jones then pre¬ 
sented Mrs. May H. Roberts as 
hostess of the day, and under j 
whose department, “Regional and j 
City Planning,” the program was 
developed. Mrs. Roberts in sen¬ 
tences outlined the plan and pur¬ 
pose of planning commissions, giv¬ 
ing something of the origin of 
this department in the club. Geo. 
i A. Damon was presented as lunch¬ 
eon speaker and proved a very 
clever and entertaining one. His 
subject was “Roadways Between 
Pasadena and Sierra Madre.” The 
needs of a better outlet from Sier¬ 
ra Madre are obvious but Mr. Da¬ 
mon was able to emphasize those 
needs and discussed the manner 
in which such outlets might be 
secured. After viewing many 
of Sierra Madre’s natural charms 
he warned of some dangers abeal 
that systematic planning would 
prevent. Mr. Damon presented 
“Picturesque Pasadena," or what 
might be termed Pasadena’s year¬ 
book. By careful selections from 
a number of pictures submitted a 
collection of rarely beautiful pic¬ 
tures is the result, as a door way, 
a garden, a drive, or balcony, with 
many attractive homes. This copy 
was given to the library. 

After a ten-minute recess, the 
club re-assembled, at which time 
Mrs. Roberts introduced J. Gordon 
Whitnall, speaker of the afternoon, 
whose subject was “City Planning 
and Why.” Certainly not often 
does one have the privilege of 
hearing one more informed on the 
subject of massed civic problems 
than Mr. Whitnall. He empha¬ 
sized the desirability of de-cen- 
tralization rather than a possibil¬ 
ity of satisfactory living or work¬ 
ing conditions in our over con-, 
gestion. Here he gave rather an 
humorous history of that phase of 
transportation known as rapid 
transit. Mr. Whitnall touched on 
subdivisions, showing how by co¬ 
operation both the city and div¬ 
isions may add to civic beauty 
and betterment in terms of dol¬ 
lars and cents.

It is thus that the finer instincts of 
man prompt him to perceive truth and 
beauty, fitness and harmony, whereso¬ 
ever they may be found.

In fact, a man merely begins 
to be a man when he ceases to revile and 
whine against circumstances, and begins 
to appreciate what Huxley calls the “ab¬ 
solute justice of the system of things.” 
When a man begins to adapt his mind 
to this concept, he ceases to accuse others 
of being responsible for his own low es- 
state, ceases to rail against his environ¬ 
ments, and endeavors to utilize the ob¬ 
stacles in his path as but stepping stones 
to things higher. 

No matter how drab and drear life 
may seem, we should meet it and live it; 
of what avail to shun it and call it harsh 
names, for in the last analysis it is not 
nearly so bad as we are. The dominant 
principle of the cosmos is law’, not chaos; 
the source of the milk of human kindness 
is love, not hate and suspicion; and the 
progress of the world is sustained by just- 
tice and truth, not injustice and hypo¬ 
crisy. Therefore, when a man rights 
himself he will find that the universe is 
right, and as he alters his attitude and 
thoughts tow’ard others so will the thoughts 
and attitude of others alter toward him. 

Truly are poets such as Burroughs and 
Whitman prophets of humanity. They 
reach after and foresee the ultimate good; 
ever visioning the paradise to be, painting 
the millennium to come, and restoring the 
lost image of God in the human soul—an 
image too often lost in a maze of ritualism, 
a morass of dogmatism, and a fog of ages- 
old superstition.

Planning 

has a fine Chance to show its worth 
and win the regard of the people in this 
vicinity who hold modern ideas in com¬ 
munity building. The particular oppor¬ 
tunity arises in the proposed extension 
of Live Oak avenue eastward from Santa 
Anita avenue, “the double drive,” in Ar¬ 
cadia. 

Information comes to this office that 
there will be a jog in Live Oak avenue, 
the eastward extension starting 100 feet 
or more south of the avenue as it now 
runs west. This arrangement did not 
appear on the original tract maps of the 
subdividers. Why the change was made 
does not appear on the surface, unless it 
was to give them an extra tier of lots 
and to avoid the opening of a street, one 
side of which would give frontage to the 
property owned by some one else. 

This property is all within the limits 
of the City of Arcadia. The modified 
plat is reported to have teen accepted by 
the Arcadia city trustees. The Regional plan¬ 
ning commission has no authority within 
incorporated cities. But it is not with¬ 
out influence—a lot of it. Perhaps by 
showing to the interested parties the very 
undesirable effect of a jog in what ought 
to be a through street, a more desirable 
result can be obtained. 

Live Oak is destined to be the only 
through thoroughfare between the Foot¬ 
hill boulevard and Central avenue. As 
the subdividers have cut up the terri¬ 
tory eastward from Pasadena they have 
been required to lay out their streets with 
due regard to logical connections at both 
ends. It would add vastly to the value 
of the Oakwood territory to conform in 
like manner to existing thoroughfare con¬ 
nections, even though the plans call for 
winding drives rather than a gridiron 
effect.

Jesus was our great example. 

Christian Science Practice 
Because the healing in Chris- 
‘ tian Science is accomplished by 
j spiritual means, this does not im¬ 
ply that there is any hypnotism 
: or autosuggestion connected with 
I it. In fact, what Christian Science 
| does is to free mortals from hyp- 
i notism, releasing them from the 
I illusions of suffering caused by 
ignorance and the mesmeric effect 
! of believing in the evidence of the 
material senses. The fact that 
all Christian Science healing is ac¬

all this was, it remained for her 
to do an even greater work in or¬ 
ganizing The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, The 
Mother Church, and establishing 
it according to rules and By-laws 
laid down in the Church Manual, 
which she also wrote. Thus she 
became the Founder of Christian 
Science. Had she left this work 
undone, her great discovery would 
have been lost in time to mankind, 
even as well as was the healing 
element of Christianity which 
Jesus taught and practiced. 

Christian Science Prayer

Packages will take from a 
day to ten days longer than the 
letters telling about them ,to ar¬ 
rive from various parts of the 
country.

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NEXT TUESDAY the voters of Sierra Madre will be asked to modify 
the Zoning’ Ordinance to permit the Mountain Glen Healthatarium to con¬ 
tinue its ministrations to the poor and the afflicted. The sick we have 
always with us. Sierra Madre attracts particularly those suffering from 
pulmonary diseases. The only place where they can obtain institutional 
treatment is at the Healthatarium. It is the most appropriate site in the 

City for such a place. Hidden away in the hills, its location is unknown to 
ninety per cent of our people. 

Until the passage of the present Zoning Ordinance it carried on its 
work of mercy unmolested over a period of years. Boards of Trustees 
have come and gone without any interference. The present incumbents, 
however, are built of sterner stuff. Their hearts do not beat with any 
sympathy for the afflicted. The law must be obeyed no matter what suf¬ 
fering it entails. They have seized upon a few incidents in running the 
place to inflame public opinion against the institution. They have exag¬ 
gerated and misrepresented existing conditions, and they are determined 
to put the Healthatarium out of business. They know that no other site 
than the present one can be obtained in Sierra Madre for the institution 
The 350 acres in Zone “B”, of which they speak, includes a lot of moun¬ 
tain land, practically inaccessible, and the balance is either restricted 
against sanitariums or otherwise unavailable. The Trustees know this 
and are trying to humbug the people by an idle pretense. 

If the proposed Ordinance does not carry it means that all persons 
suffering from pulmonary diseases will have to be taken care of in private 
homes, scattered throughout the city. 

/ 

It is true that in the past a few people suffering from a mild for* 
of mental trouble, chiefly old people in their dotage, have been accommo¬ 
dated at the Healthatarium. That, however, is not its principal function. 

11 is maintained chiefly to take care of a large number of persons suffer¬ 
ing from tuberculosis, who are attracted to Sierra Madre in the hope of 
finding a restoration to health. They cannot be prevented from coming, 
and every consideration of humanity requires that some place in the City 
be maintained to take care of them and afford them proper treatment un¬ 
der the most approved sanitary conditions. 

WE PLEDGE OURSELVES that in future we shall not admit any 
mental cases to our institution, and we invite the Board of Trustees to 
enact appropriate legislation to that effect. 

:___._ , .... .. we have spent approximately S50.000.00 in 

improving and maintaining the institution, all of which sum has been dis¬ 
tributed to business firms in Sierra Madre. Wiith little or no compensa¬ 
tion we have taken care of more than fifty indigent patients who were 
down and out, and have restored many of them to health. We shall con¬ 
tinue this phase of our work in the cause of suffering humanity, and also 
our custom of placing a percentage of our proceeds in a fund for the as¬ 
sistance of deserving cases, who would otherwise be a tax upon the com- 
munity. 

% 

We are now in a position to obtain a sufficient amount of capital 
to erect larger and better buildings and equipment, and in a short time we 
expect to be in a position to relieve the community from the necessity of 
providing private homes for those suffering from tuberculosis. 

We believe the maintenance of an institution such as ours is an ab¬ 
solute necessity in Sierra Madre. We were in existence long bfore the pas¬ 
sage of the present Ordinance by which is confiscated our business and 
our investment. There is no sufficient reason for treating us in this un¬ 
just fashion, and we appeal to the sense of fair play which is a character¬ 
istic of our citizens. Don’t be misled by the passion and prejudice dis¬ 
played by the Board of Trustees. An inspection of our premises would 
convince you of the sincerity of our statements. We trust, therefore, that 
next Tuesday you will vote “YES” on the Proposed Ordinance which Is de- ' 
signed to protect the best interest and welfare of our City.
